Extend to Ireland the existing Law of Great Britain 
respecting the Presence of Military at Parlia- 
mentary Elections. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that the same Law and Prac- 
tice should prevail in Ireland as in Great Britain 
respecting the Presence of Military at Parliamentary 

Elections : 

5 Be it enacted by the Queens most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

1 That the Statute passed in the Tenth Year of Her Majesty’s 
10 Baton, intituled “An Act to regulate tile Stations of Soldiers 
“ during Parliamentary Elections,” shall he and the same is hereby 
extended to Ireland. 

2. And for the Purposes of this Act the following Words in the 
Third and Fourth Sections of the said Act respeetirely shall, m 
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applying the same to Ireland, have the Meanings hereby assigned 
to them ; (that is to say,) 

« Election ” shall mean an Election to he made in Ireland ; 

“ The Clerk of the Crown in Chancery ” shall mean the Clerk 
of the Hanaper in Ireland ; 5 

“The Secretary at Wav” shall mean the Commander of the 
Forces in Ireland ; 

“ Great Britain ” shall mean Ireland ; 

“Guards of Her Majesty or any Person oi the iloyal Family” 
shall extend to and include Soldiers attending as Guards of 10 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Governor or Governors General 
of Ireland ; and 

“ Bank of England ” shall mean Bank of Ireland. 
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
